^Majesty  may,  hy  Order  in  Council,  diieet  that  the 
said  Acts  shall  appR'  in  the  case  of  such  foi  eign  State; 
and  that  Her  Majesty  ma^',  hj'  the  s...mo  or  any  suh- 
sequent  Order,  limit  the  o])eration  of  the  Older,  and 
restrict  the  same  to  fugitive  criminals  wlio  are  in  or 
suspected  of  being  in  the  part  of  Her  JMajesty’s 
dominions  specified  in  the  Order,  and  render  the  oi)or- 
ation  thereof  subject  to  such  conditions,  exceptions, 
and  qualifications  as  may  he  deemed  expedient: 

And  whereas  a Treaty  was  concluded  on  the  fourth

The  present  Treaty  shall  apply  to  crimes  and 
offences  committed  prior  to  the  signature  of  the 
Treat3’ ; but  a person  surrendered  shall  not  be  tried 
for  any  c]-ime  or  oflence  committed  in  the  other 
country  before  the  extradition,  other  than  the  crime 
for  which  his  surrender  has  been  granted.

No  person  shall  be  surrendered  if  the  oflence  in 
respect  of  which  his  surrender  is  demanded  is  one  of 
a political  character,  or  if  ho  prove  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  competent  authorit3'  of  the  State  in  which  ho  is 
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that  the  requisition  for  his  surrender  has  in  fact  been 
made  with  a view  to  try  or  j)unish  him  for  an  oflence 
of  a political  character. 

AUTlChE  V. 

In  the  States  of  His  Majesty  the  King  of  Spain, 
excepting  the  prcnnccs  or  possessions  beyond  sea,  the 
proceedings  for  demanding  and  obtaining  the  extradi- 
tion shall  be  as  follows: — 

Tlie  Diplomatic  Eepresentative  of  Groat  Bi'itain 
ehall  send  to  the  Minister  for  Foreign  Affairs  (jMinistro 
de  Estado)  with  the  demand  for  extradition,  an  au- 
thenticated and  legaliz(;d  copy  of  the  sentence  or  of 
the  warrant  of  arrest  against  the  person  accused, 
clearly  .showing  the  crime  or  offence  for  which  j)ro- 
ceedings  arc  taken  against  the  fugitive.  This  judicial 
document  shall  be  accompanied,  if  jiossible,  by  a 
description  of  the  person  claimed,  and  anj’  other  in- 
formation or  particulars  that  may  serve  to  identify 
him. 

Thc.-e  documents  .shall  be  communicated  by  the 
Minister  for  Foreign  Affairs  to  the  JMinister  of  Grace 
and  .lustice,  by  whose  Dcpaitment,  aftiT  examining 
the  documents  and  tlnding  that  there  is  iva.'on  for  the 
extradition,  a Eoyal  Order  will  be  issued  granting  it, 
and  din^cting  the  arrest  of  the  person  claimed  and  his 
delivery'  to  the  Briti.-h  authorities. 

In  virtue  of  the  said  Boyal  Order  tlie  ^Minister  of 
the  Interior  (Ministro  de  la  Gobernaeion)  will  ado]it 
the  fitting  moasure.s  for  the  arrest  of  the  fugitive,  and 
when  this  lias  taken  place,  the  person  claimed  - hall 
he  placed  at  the  di  posal  of  the  Diidomatie  Bepresen- 
tative  who  has  demanded  bis  extradition,  and  be  shall 
he  taken  to  the  part  of  the  frontier  oi'  to  the  seaport 
where  the  agent  appointid  for  the  inirpose  by  II ei' 
Britannic  Majesty’s  Government  is  ready  to  take 
charge  of  liim. 

In  case  the  documents  furnished  by  the  said  Govern- 
ment for  the  identiiication  of  the  per.-on  claimed,  oi' 
the  information  obtained  by  the  Spani>h  authorities 
fertile  same  irurpose,  should  be  considered  insullieient, 
immediate  notice  thereof  shall  be  given  to  the  Diplo- 
matic Eepresentative  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  person 
under  arrest  shall  be  detained  until  the  British 
Government  shall  have  furnished  fresh  evidence  to 
prove  his  identity  or  to  clear  up  any  other  difficulty 
relative  to  the  examination  and  decision  of  the  affair. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

In  the  dominions  of  Her  Britannic  iMajesty,  other 
than  the  Colonies  or  Foreign  Possessions  of  Her 
Majesty,  the  manner  of  proceeding  in  order  to  de- 
mand and  obtain  extradition,  shall  be  as  follows: — 

(A.l  In  the  case  of  a person  accused — The  requisi- 
tion for  the  surrender  shall  be  made  to  Her  Britannic 
Majestj^’s  Princijial  Secretary  of  State  for  Foreign 
Affairs  by  the  Dijilomatic  Eejiresentative  of  His 
Majesty  the  King  of  Spain.  The  said  demand  shall 
be  accompanied  by  a warrant  of  arrest  or  other 
equivalent  judicial  document,  issued  by  a Judge  or 
Magistrate  duly  authorized  to  take  cognizance  of  the 
acts  charged  against  the  accused  in  Spain,  and  duly 
authenticated  dcqiositions  or  statements  taken  on  oath 
bclorc  such  .Judge  or  Magistrate,  clearly  setting  forth 
the  said  acts,  and  containing  a description  of  the  per- 
son claimed,  and  any  jiarticulars  which  may  serve  to 
identify  him. 

The  said  Principal  Secretary  of  State  shall  transmit 
such  documents  to  Her  Britannic  Majesty’s  Principal 
Secretary  of  State  for  the  Home  Department,  who 
shall  then  by  order  under  his  hand  and  seal,  signify 
to  some  Police  Magistrate  in  London  that  such  requi- 
sition has  been  made,  and  require  him,  if  there  be  due 
cause,  to  issue  his  warrant  for  the  apprehension  of  the 
fugitive.  On  the  receijit  of  such  order  from  the  Sec- 
retary of  State,  and  on  the  production  of  such  evidence 
as  would,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Magistrate,  justify  the 
issue  of  the  warrant  if  tlm  crime  had  been  committed 
in  the  United  Kingdom,  he  shall  issue  his  warrant 
accordingly. 

When  the  person  claimed  shall  have  been  appre- 
hended, he  shall  be  brought  before  the  Magistrate 
who  issued  the  warrant,  or  some  other  Police  Magis- 
trate in  London.  If  the  evidence  to  be  then  produced 
shall  be  such  as  to  justify,  according  to  the  law  of 
England,  the  committal  for  trial  of  the  prisoner,  if  the 
crime  of  which  he  is  acciused  had  been  committed  in 
the  United  Kingdom,  the  Police  Magistrate  shall 
commit  him  to  prison  to  await  the  warrant  of  the  Sec- 
retary of  State  for  his  surrender;  sending  immediately 
to  the  Secretary  of  State  a certificate  of  the  committal 
and  a report  upon  the  case. 


After  the  expiration  of  a period  from  the  committal 
of  the  prisoner,  which  shall  never  be  less  than  fifteen 
da3's,  the  Secretary  of  State  shall,  by  order  under  his 
hand  and  seal,  order  the  fugitive  criminal  to  be  sur- 
rendered to  such  person  as  may  bo  duly  authorized  to 
receive  him  on  the  x>art  of  the  Spanish  Government. 

(B  ) In  the  case  of  a person  convicted — The  course 
of  proceeding  shall  be  the  same  as  above  indicated, 
except  that  the  warrant  to  be  transmitted  b3'  the  Dip- 
lomatic Eepresentative  of  Sj)ain  in  supjjort  of  his 
requisition  shall  clearU'  set  forth  the  crime  or  offence 
of  w'hich  the  jierson  claimed  has  been  convicted,  and 
slate  the  ])lace  an.d  date  of  liis  conviction. 

The  evidence  to  bo  juoduced  before  the  Police 
Magistrate  shall  be  such  as  would,  according  to  the 
law'  of  England,  jirove  that  the  pu'isoner  w'as  convicted 
of  the  crime  charged 

(C  ) Persons  convicted  1)3' judgment  in  default  or 
arret  de  coji/mnnr' , .shall  be,  in  the  matter  of  extradi- 
tion, considered  as  persons  accused,  and,  as  such,  be 
surrendered. 

(D.)  Aft(-r  the  Police  Magistrate  shall  have  com- 
mitted the  accu-ed  or  convicted  person  to  prison  to 
await  the  order  of  the  iSecrefaiy  of  Slate  for  his  sur- 
render, such  ])0r.‘'on  shall  have  the  right  to  apjily  for  a 
writ  of  habeas  corpus]  if  he  sl'iould  so  appl3',  his 
surrender  must  be  deferred  until  after  the  decision  of 
the  Court  upon  the  return  to  the  writ,  ami  even  then 
can  on R- take  place  if  the  decision  is  adveisc  to  the 
applicant.  In  the  latter  case  the  Court  may  at  once 
order  his  deliver3'  to  the  jierson  authorized  to  receive 
him,  without  the  order  of  a Secretaiy  of  State  for  his 
.surrender,  or  commit  him  to  prison  to  await  such 
order. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

VYarrants,  dej'ositions,  or  statements  on  oath,  issued 
or  taken  in  the  dominions  of  either  of  the  Two  High 
Contracting  Partic-;,  and  coj)ies  thereof,  and  c>;rtifi- 
cates  of  or  judicial  documents  stating  the  fact.s  of 
conviction,  shall  be  received  in  evidence  in  proceed- 
ings in  the  dominions  of  the  other,  if  purporting  to 
be  signed  or  cortiilcd  b3'  a Judge,  Magistrate,  or 
officer  of  the  country  where  they  were  issued  or  taken, 
provided  such  warrants,  depositions,  statements, 
copies,  certificates,  and  judicial  document.s  arc 
authenticated  by  the  oath  of  some  w'itness,  or  by  being 
sealed  with  the  official  seal  of  the  Minister  of  Justice, 
or  some  other  Minister  of  State. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

A fugitive  criminal  ma3’  he  apprehended  under  a 
warrant  issued  b3'  au3’ Police  Magistrate,  Justice  of 
the  Peace,  or  other  competent  authority  in  either 
country,  on  such  information  or  complaint,  and  such 
evidence,  or  after  such  iiroccedings  as  would,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  authorit3' issuing  the  warrant,  justify 
the  issue  of  a W'arrant  if  the  crimehad  been  committed 
or  the  person  convicted  in  that  part  of  the  dominions 
of  the  two  Contracting  Parties  in  which  the  31  agis- 
trate.  Justice  of  the  Peace,  or  other  competent 
authoiity  exercises  juri.-dict ion:  Provided,  however, 

that,  in  the  United  Kingdom,  the  accused  shall,  in 
such  case,  be  sent  as  si.)eedily  as  possible  before  a 
Police  hlagistrate  in  London.  He  shall,  in  accordance 
with  this  Article,  be  discharged,  as  w'ell  in  Spain  as 
in  the  United  Kingdom,  if,  within  the  term  of  thirty 
da3'.s,  a requisition  for  extradition  shall  not  have  been 
made  by  the  Diplomatic  Agent  of  his  country  in 
accoi  dance  with  the  stiijulations  of  this  Treaty. 

The  same  rule  shall  ai)pl3'  to  the  cases  of  persons 
accused  or  convicted  of  aii3'  of  the  crimes  or  offences 
specified  in  this  Treaty,  and  committed  on  the  high 
seas  on  board  any  vessel  of  either  country  w’hich  may 
come  into  a port  of  the  other. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

If  the  fugitive  criminal  who  has  been  committed  to 
prison  be  not  surrendered  and  conveyed  away  within 
two  months  after  such  committal,  or  within  two 
months  after  the  adverse  decision  of  the  Court  upon 
the  return  to  a writ  of  habeas  corpus  in  the  United 
Kingdom,  he  shall  be  discharged  from  custody,  unless 
sufficient  cause  be  shown  to  the  contrary. 

ARTICLE  X. 

In  the  Provinces  beyond  sea.  Colonies  and  other 
Possessions  beyond  sea  of  the  two  High  Contracting 
Parties,  the  manner  of  proceedings  shall  be  as 
follows: — 

The  requisition  for  extradition  of  a fugitive 
criminal  who  has  taken  refuge  in  an  over-sea  Pro- 
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vinco,  Colony,  or  Possession  of  either  of  the  two 
Contracting  Parties,  shall  he  made  to  the  Governor  or 
chief  authority  of  such  Province,  Colony  or  losses- 
sion  by  the  Chief  Consular  Ollicer  of  the  other  btate  m 
such  Province,  Colony,  or  Possession;  or,  if  the 
fugitive  has  escaped  from  an  over-sea  1 rovmce. 
Colony,  or  Possession  of  the  State  on  whose  behall_ 
extradition  is  demanded,  by  the  (tovernor  or  duel 
authority  of  such  Province,  Colony  or  Possession 
In  these  cases  the  provi  ions  of  this  1 reaty  shall  be 
observed  as  far  as  possible  by  the  respective  Governors 
or  chief  authorities,  who.  however,  shall  be  at.  liberty 
cither  to  grant  the  extradition  or  to  reter  the  decision 
of  the  matter  to  the  Governments  of  their  respective 
countries. 

ARTlCbM  XL 

In  cases  whore  it  may  be  necessary,  the  Spanish 
Government  shall  bo  rc]iresented  at  the  English 
Courts  by  the  I.aw  Oflicors  of  the  Crown,  and  the 
Engli  h 'Government  in  the  Spanish  Court  by  the 
Public  Prosecutor  (Min  f'erio  Fisnt/). 

The  respective  Goveinments  will  give  assistance  to 
the  Dii)lomatic  Kepre-  entntives  who  claim  their  inter- 
vention for  the  custody  and  security  of  the  peivons 
subject  to  extradition. 

article  XII. 

The  claim  for  extradition  shall  not  be  complied 
Avilh  if  the  individual  claimed  has  been  already  tried 
for  the  same  offence  in  the  country  whence  the  extra- 
diiion  is  demanded,  or  if,  dime  the  commis.-ion  of  the 
act.s  charged,  the  accusation  or  the  con\ictiun, 
exemption  from  ju o.'ccution  or  puni.'hmout  has  been 
acctpiired  by  lapse  of  time,  according  to  the  laws  of 
that  countiy. 

ARTICLE  Xlil. 

If  the  individual  claimed  by  one  of  the  two  High 
Contracting  Parties,  in  pursuance  of  the  preKciit 
Treaty  ^hould  be  abo  claimed  by  one  or  several  other 
powers,  on  account  of  other  crimes  or  offeuco.s  com- 
mitted  upon  their  rcspi.'ctive  territories,  hi..^  extradition 
shall  be  granted  to  that  State  whose  demand  is  carlie.st 
in  date-  unless  any  other  arrangement  should  exi.  t 
betwi'Cii  the  different  Governments  to  determine  the 
preference,  either  on  account  of  the  gravit3'  ot  the 
crime  or  offence,  or  for  aiij-  other  reason. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

If  the  individual  claimed  should  be  under  prosecu- 
tion or  have  been  condemned  for  a crime  or  offence 
comniiltcd  in  the  country  where  he  may  have  taken 
refuge,  his  surrender  may  be  deferred  until  he  shall 
have  been  set  at  liberty  in  due  course  at  law. 

In  case  he  should  be  proceeded  against  or  detained 
in  such  countrj’,  on  account  of  obligations  contracted 
towards  iirivatc  individuals,  the  extradition  shall 
nevertheless  take  place. 

ARTICLE  XV. 

Everj'  article  found  in  the  possession  of  the  indi- 
vidual claimed  at  the  time  of  his  arrest,  >hall,  if  the 
competent  authorit,y  so  decide,  be  seined,  in  order  to 
be  delivered  up  with  his  person  at  the  time  when  the 
extradition  takes  place.  Such  delivery  shall  not  be 
limited  to  the  inoperty  orarticles  obtained  b^"^  stealing 
or  bi^  fraudulent  bankruptcj',  but  shall  extend  to 
ever^'thing  that  ma^'  serve  as  proof  of  the  ciimc  oi 
offence,  and  shall  lake  jilace  even  when  the  extradi- 
tion, after  having  been  granted,  cannot  be  carried  out 
by  rea.-on  of  the  escajie  or  death  of  the  individual 
claimed. 

The  rights  of  third  parties  with  regard  to  the  said 
property  or  articles  are  nevertheless  reserved. 

ARTICLE  XVI. 

The  High  Contracting  Parties  renounce_  any  claim 
for  the  reimbursement  of  the  expenses  incurred  by 
them  in  the  arrest  and  maintenance  of  the  person  to 
he  surrendered,  and  his  conveyance  as  far  as  the 
frontier;  thej’  reciprocally  agree  to  bear  such  expenses 
them.selves. 

ARTICLE  XVII. 

The  present  Treaty  shall  be  ratified  and  the  ratifica- 
tions shall  be  exchanged  at  London  as  soon  as 

possible.  V 

It  shall  come  into  operation  ten  days  after  its  pub- 
lication, in  conformity  with  the  laws  of  the  respective 
countries,  and  each  of  the  contracting  parties  may  at 
any  time  terminate  the  Treaty  on  giving  to  the  other 

six  months’ notice  of  its  intention  to  do  .so.  _ 

In  witness  whereof  the  respective  Plenipotentiaries 
have  signed  the  same,  and  have  affixed  thereto  the 
seals  of  their  arms.
